lumber of prisoners it has housed at 
ny time for twenty iyears, and that

Similar conditions prevail in doz- 
>ns of jails throughout Alabama, while 
ill over the state prisons have been 
vholly or well night emptied during 
he last year or so. 
Of course, there are people more or 
less blinded by prejudice and partls- 
anry, or who absolutely refuse to 
icknowiedge facts, who will wriggle 
iround to find some reasons for this 
o fit in with their pet views; but the 
overwhelming m ajority of rolks who 
>bserve and think know perfectly well 
that abolition of the crime-brecding 
saloon was the most influential factor 
in the Establishment of these favor­ 
able conditions. 
Everybody knows that the liquor 
traffic and crime, violence, disorder 
and arrests are as thick as two pigs 
in a {pen.—Birmingham Ledger. 
That this condition is general was 
indicated in replies received recently 
by The Alabama Citizen from sheriffs 
in the majority of the counties of the 
state. 
W ith One exception, they all 
reported that criminal conditions are 
better today than they have cvei* been 
before. 
„ 
The effect of prohibition was also 
made* most evident in Anniston. With 
the large number of soldiers here and 
with a large civilian population prac­ 
tically idle on Christmas d¿ty, not a 
single case of drunkenness or dis­ 
orderly conduct'-was reported. 
This draws a rem arkable contrast 
to conditions that prevailed here d u r­ 
ing the saloon days of 189!) .when only 
ten thousand soldiers were stationed 
near the city, >but when hardly an 
hour went by without a fight or some 
sort of disorderly conduct being re­ 
ported to the police or the provost 
guard. 
Indeed, abolition of the liquor traffic 
is the nearest approach Alabama has

training, and as a result, her Soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves.

France also put politics out of her w ar 
department, so that expert authority, 
Instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
directs 
the 
army. 
The 
result 
Is. 
France has one of the best and. most 
efficient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means 
in 
warfare. 
This saved France In this crisis, as 
well as the liberties of the world. ' 
“As w ar is now conducted, there 1* 
no place for an untrained man. 
A 
body of 10,000 well trained soldi era 
properly handled 
could 
defeat five 
timea their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time, with comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train­ 
ing alone will reduce the, death and 
casualty rate one-third of what It oth­ 
erwise would be. and right here is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 
“Our government has no moral right 
to force her men into war service 
without properly training them for it. 
To do so is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that is now being made 
to give her soldiers some training be­ 
fore they are sent to the front. 
If we 
are to win this war. it will take trained 
men to do It. and it will take trained 
men to win any other war that may 
come upon us in the future.

must flglit, let us fight to win and not 
to lose.” 
T bat’s the stuff,” said BilUe. 
Continuing. Uucle Dan said: “Our 
government has expended about $300. 
UÜ0.0Ü0 to put up cantonments aod 
training stations in order to train the 
men called by the selective draft 
When these men are trained the train­ 
ing stations 
should be immediately 
filled with younger men, say those In 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
mouths 
of 
intensive military 
train 
ing along the lines of the Chamberlain 
hill.

“I have no doubt about It,” said

TRAINING A YOUNG FARMER

During the season of 
1916 thero 
were enrolled in Alabama 3,8*0 boys 
as member* of th# corn club, 4.062 as 
members of the pig club, and 5*1 in 
the four-crop club, making a total of 
a,60S boya.

in

definite 
agricultural 
home project upon which ha received 
specific instructions from his county 
agent and from 
th# 
general 
club 
agent* at Auburn. 
In addition to the Instruction* above 
mentioned, a serie» of county abort 
course* was held by counties. 
The 
boys ware called together in groups 
; Ad a regular school of instruction 
vws organizad. T h e s e schools usually 
lasted for a period of three days. The 
program wa* divided into three divi- 
sions—one of lectures 
and 
deemott 
atrations iu corn and pig raising, one 
oí practice organiza!ion, and one of 
recreation aud autial activities.

school* were held at the sam e timo 
and place as the county teachers’ in 
-dilutes. Tea* her* and superintendent» 
co-operated in arranging for boys it 
attend. 
During th# school one joiut 
meeting of boys and 
teachers 
was 
held. 
Great assistance was given in 
this work by the representatives of the 
State 
Department of Education. 
In 
most case* tha boys were generously 
entertained in the homes of the peo­ 
ple. where the schools were held. 
During the winter of 1916-17 these 
schools were held in tw enty counties 
with a total enrollment of 7 Ü hoys 
There were present also at at leas* 
one session 3,0*10 teachers, superin­ 
tendents and vis.! tor*. 
What a t a i ' opportunity this is for 
bringing together in one united effort 
all of the educational force* of the 
c<#tniy and state for instilling into 
our 1)0vs, the future farmers of Ala­ 
bama. the new ideas of agriculture and
